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PRINCIPAL'S  MESSAGE 


Again  it  becomes  my  pleasure  to  address  the  student  body  through  the  medium 
of  The  Pod.  In  severing  my  connections  with  the  school  department,  I  take  with 
me  many  fond  recollections  of  the  Berkeley  High  School,  memories  that  will 
remain  with  me  for  many  years.  To  have  made  the  acguaintance  of  students 
and  teachers  in  general  has  been  gratifying,  but  to  have  come  in  direct  contact 
with  those  who  are  seriously  disposed,  and  who  have  a  definite  goal  set  for 
themselves  has  been  indeed  a  privilege. 

Frequently,  statements  are  made  to  the  effect  that  the  younger  generation  of 
today  is  unstable,  irresponsible,  lawless  and  communistically  inclined.  Such 
criticism  is  not  only  unjust,  but  facts  cannot  be  produced  to  substantiate  the 
statement.  It  is  true,  as  it  always  has  been,  that  a  certain  percentage  of  our 
present  day  youth  is  lawless,  irresponsible,  unstable  and  inclined  toward  the 
extreme  left,  but  this  is  a  small  percent,  when  the  actual  facts  are  produced.  This 
small  minority  represents  the  "ego"  and  so  called  "soap  box"  group  that  gen- 
erally attracts  the  attention  of  the  casual  observer  and  receives  front  page  pub- 
licity in  our  daily  papers.  The  great  majority  of  our  youth,  which  represents  the 
backbone  of  our  country  and  the  bulwark  of  our  nation  (those  who  spring  from 
our  fine  American  stock)  never  seek  publicity  and  seem  to  remain  in  the  back- 
ground. But  it  is  they  who  exercise  a  stabilizing  influence  upon  society.  Criticisms 
and  the  actual  findings  are  nationwide  in  character,  but  they  apply  likewise  to 
our  local  students  of  the  Berkeley  High  School.  L  therefore,  have  no  fear  for  the 
future  of  our  nation  since  it  rests  in  the  hands  of  a  well  balanced  majority  who 
hold  SERVICE  ABOVE  SELF. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  students  and  the  faculty 
for  their  loyal  support  to  me  during  my  three  and  one-half  years  at  the  Berkeley 
High  School.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  same  fine  cooperation  will  be  extended 
to  my  successor.

Berkeley  High  School  is  governed  by  a 
Board  of  Control  and  sub-governing  coun- 
cil groups. 

The  LI 2  Council  gave  the  Senior  Fare- 
well Dance  in  honor  of  the  graduating  sen- 
iors following  the  senior  dinner  the  night 
of  May  29. 

The  Junior  Prom,  sponsored  by  the  two 
eleventh  grade  councils,  was  arranged  on 
a  nautical  theme  with  appropriate  fish  net, 
fishes,  ships'  wheels,  and  rope  decorating 
the  Social  Hall.  The  celluloid  bids  were  red 
and  gold  with  a  pirate  design. 

Entering  into  the  swing  of  things,  in  more 
than  one  way,  the  tenth  grade  councils 
gave  the  Soph  Hop  and  afternoon  dance 
for  freshmen  students. 

This  semester  the  Weekly  News  staff  was 
reorganized  so  that  news  was  not  covered 
by  the  journalism  class  alone,  but  by  a  reg- 
ular staff  of  reporters,  cubs,  typists,  and 
copy-readers  advised  by  Miss  Hogan.

DRAMA  AND  MUSIC 


The  spring  term  of  1940  has  been  one  of  the 
busiest  in  the  history  of  the  Berkeley  High 
dramatics  and  music  departments  because 
it  has  been  highlighted  by  the  production 
of  the  original  operetta,  "Open  Sesame," 
and  the  senior  play,  "Beggar  on  Horse- 
back." 

The  operetta,  an  adaptation  of  "Ali  Baba 
and  the  Forty  Thieves,"  was  written  by  two 
Berkeley  High  students.  Kenneth  Siqueira 
composed  and  orchestrated  the  composi- 
tion; the  words  and  some  of  the  music  were 
written  by  Gordon  Connell.  The  costumes 
were  all  original  creations  of  Hall  Bither 
and  Frances  Wallace.  The  composers  dedi- 
cated the  operetta  to  Mrs.  Dorah  O'Neill, 
music  teacher,  who  helped  much  in  the  "re- 
vising." 

The  senior  play,  "Beggar  on  Horseback," 
by  George  Kaufman  and  Moss  Hart,  was 
different  from  any  type  of  play  ever  before 
attempted  at  Berkeley  High.  The  rapid 
change  of  scenes  and  characters  in  this 
play  taxed  to  the  limit  the  equipment  of  our 
stage,  but  the  results  were  well  worlh  the 
effort. 

The  G.  A.  play,  "Thank  You,  Doctor,"  the 
Honor  Society  production,  "The  Trysting 
Place,"  and  the  annual  Shakespearean 
play,  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  (the 
Pyramus  and  Thisbe  interlude),  completed 


the  dramatic  endeavors  of  this  term's  stu- 
dent body. 

Mrs.  Florence  Schwimley  handled  the 
dramatic  direction  in  all  these  events. 

The  music  department  has  had  a  varied 
curriculum  this  semester,  the  course  being 
highlighted  by  the  operetta. 

On  May  1 ,  with  the  aid  of  the  vocal  depart- 
ment, Mrs.  O'Neill's  composition  classes 
presented  a  recital  of  original  composi- 
tions. The  all-girls'  orchestra,  composed  of 
girls  representing  several  local  schools, 
played  under  the  direction  of  Jean  Foxall. 
Original  selections  by  Howard  Mel.  violin- 
ist, the  Morrow  sisters'  string  trio,  and  Rob- 
ert Owen  were  heard.  Gordon  Connell  and 
Russell  Juchsch  performed  an  interesting 
piano  duet  arrangement. 

The  vocal  department  participated  in 
two  major  performances.  The  chorus 
classes  furnished  the  voices  for  the  oper- 
etta. The  combined  glee  clubs  and  A  Cap- 
pella  Choir  participated  in  the  Annual  Sun- 
rise Service  at  Cragmont  Rock,  and  the 
A  Cappella  entertained  at  various  bay  re- 
gion events  this  term. 

The  high  senior  class  feels  these  events 
have  made  this  era  an  important  one  in  the 
history  of  Berkeley  High  School.
